According to the veparument. farm=
ers who must have more secd cofn
can be placed in touch with a su‘gply
through their eounty agents. Where
bthere are no agents, ingdividuals who
lack seed can secure it by wiring or
writing to the corn reserve head -
ters (A. J. Pieters, care R. T. Miles,
2009 Second National Bank building,
Toledo). The government is selling
the corn in even numbered consign-
ments-—that is, in consignments of
two, four, six, eight or more bushels.
The price is $56.10 a bushel, plus ex-
press, which should not exceed 40 or
50 cents a bushel to most Michigan
points.
